Victoria, B. C. Jan. 29.—The schooner 
“Blla G,” is reported from Bamfield 
to have been lost with all hands, six 
in number, having turned turtle in the 
southeast gale when the wind blew 
miles an hour. There were six men 
on board, one of whom was a sealer, 
Alex. McLean, whose estapades with 
the sealing schooner Carmencia caused 
the United States Government to or- 
der a revenue cutter to arrest the ves- 
sel. 


Keewatin, Ont.., Jan. 29—Saturday 
afternoon a terrible accident happened 
at Ostersund, Ont., 12 miles west of 
here. At that point an immense num- 
ber of men are working on a big con- 
tract of double tracking between Win- 
nipeg and the lakes, a distance of 430 
miles.

TRANSFER OF SCHOOL FUNDS 


Ottawa, Jan. 26.—An order in council 
has been passed giving authority to 
transfer the school land fund of the 
Northwest to the new provinces. Sas- 
katchewan gets $242,223, and Alberta 
$44,738, being the amounts collected in 
the Territory which is now included in 
these provinces. 


The deal was completed in London 
during the early part of this month. 
the purchase price is $4 an acre, and 
the purchasing syndicate agrees. to 
have the land all settled within a cer- 
tain period or it reverts to the com- 
pany. 


THE EARL INVITED OUT 


New York, Jan. 26.—An_ invitation 
was sent to Earl Grey, Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, for a dinner here in 
his honor, the date for which he is 
asked to fix. 


There is a long story connected with 


the deal. Some three years ago an 
Englishman by the name of Ward got 
an option from the C. P. R. on a mil-

ENORMOUS DEAL IN 
GANADIAN PACIFIC LAND 


Report that an English Syndicate has Fought the Com- 
pavy’s Entire Holdings in the Edm=nton District. 


A beard became public on the Bet the deal, and then, when prices in land 


in this country commenced to go up, 
the syndicate were the anxious ones. 
Finaily, about the first of the year 
the prospective purchasers made rep- 
resentations to the company that they 
were ready with their money and that 
they wanted their million acres. The 
company’s agents, of course, replied 


that while they had been willing to 
sell the iand at $4 an acre at the 
time that negotiations were commenced 
three years earlier, they were now 
selling the same land for $6 and $8 an 
acre and could not accept the original 
price. 


Then commenced a long series of pull 
and cross-hauling on the part of the 
syndicate to try toe get the land at 
the price named in the originai option. 
The syndicate was composed of mén 
who were immensely wealthy and had 
great influence on the stock market 
and in the money market, ‘and there 
was a certain danger in turning them 
down that the members of the syndicate 
might find it within their power to 
strike back when some deal of import- 
ance was on the tapis. 


At any rate the cutcome of the whole ‘ 
business was that the railroad cem- 
pany compromised with the land pur- 
chasing syndicate and sold them half 
a million acres instead of the original 
million called for in the option and 
tacked on a settlement clause which 
will keep the company busy to ful- 
fil. In the meantime the lots are 
withdrawn from the market and the 
purchasing syndicate is supposed to be 
taking the whole thing cover and mak- 
ing a general re-adjustment of prices 
previous to putting it on the market 
again at a higher rate.

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WESTERN STOCKMEN 
HELD CONVENTION 


Favor Brand Recorder for Each Pro- 
vince and Re-Allottment Every 


Four Years 


In the Board of Treds rooms, Calgary 

on Wednesday last, a conference was 
held of representative stockmen from 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, together 
with deputations from the Range Stock 
Growers’ Association, Medicine Hat, the 
Western Stock Growers’ asmociation, 
with headquarters at McLeod, and the 
Provincial Live Stock associaiions, of 
which C. W. Peterson is secretary; 
The Governments of both provinces 
were represented, Hon. W. T. Fin- 
lav, Ministers of Agriculture, and Geo. 
Harcourt, Députy Minister of Agricul- 
ture for Alberta, and J. R. C. Honey- 
man, Deputy Minister of Agriculture 
for Saskatchewan, being present. 

In opening the conference, Hon. Mr. 
Finlay stated that the most important 
questions fo be discussed was wheth- 
er the recording of brands should be 
continued as at present, or whether 
each province should establish a brand 
| system of its own. There were also 
questions connected with the inspec- 
tion of stock which he wished to confer 
with them ‘about and to listen to any 
suggestions they had to make. 


Mr. Honeyman, recorder of brands 
for both provinces at present. said the 
| first brand recorded in the west was | 
Po 1878. In 1897 the recording of brande | 
was taken charge of by the legislature 
of the Northwest Territories, and con- | 
| tinued up till the present time. Now | 
| there was the question of the division | 
| of the records or retaining the pres- 
| ent system. 

[santas Matthews, secretary of the 

Western Stock Growers’ associaticn, 
| presented a resolution passed by the 
| executive of the assosiation, calling for 
the establishing of separate recording 
of brands in each province, and provid- 

ing for a neutral zone of fifty miles 
lon either side of the boundary. The 
question of the neutral zone was 

keenly discussed, and finally dropped, 
land the foilowing resolutions passed: 

Moved by Messrs. McDonald and C. 
|W. Peterson, and resolved, that a 
prand recorder’s office be established 


for each province. 


Moved by A. R._Springett and E. 
Hi. Meansell, and resolved, That ot] 
|owners of existing recorded brands be 
| given one year from the date of the 
| passing of the proposed law, to re- 
'cord their brands in either or both 
| provinces by paying the established 


1€e. 

Moved by (©. W-. Peterson, and A. 
| R. Springett, and yesolved, That a ge- 
llotment of all brands recorded up to 
land including the year i902 be pro- 
vided for in 1906, and that the brands 
| alloted in each succeeding year be re- 
} alloted within a period of four years 
after the date of issue, and that a 
| fee of $1 be charged on re-allotment. 

In support of the last resolution, Mr. 
Peterson/said it was the general idea 
that a lot of dead brands were re- 
corded which should be liberated by a 


re-allotment of all brands. This would | 


be a big task but he thought it would 
only be right that it should be done in 
order to clean the books and make a 
new beginning in each province. In or-. 
der to keep the books clear of alloted 
but unused brands, a _  re-allocment 


should be made every four years, and 
in order to cover expenses he thought 
that a fee of $i for each allotment was 
sufficient. By reallotment of brands is- 
sued up to 1902, it wéuld du away with 
large amount of work, of realloting at 
once, 
thereafter, the work would be going 


un constantly.

Cross, That the Minister of Ariculturs 


be requested to impress on pall rail- 
way companies the necessity of com- 
plying with the provisions of Chap. 
83, C. O., and that the co-operation 
of the Mounted Police be requested. 

Regarding this resolution it was the 
general feeling that many animals 
killed were buried by ihe section men 
without giving notice to the public as 
should be done. 

Moved by A. McDonaid, and W. R. 
Springett, That when formulating the 
statutes dealing with the inspection of 
stock, provision should be made for the 
inspection of hides, on the lines of the 
ordinance at one time in force in the 
Territories, which ordinance was thor- 
oughly endorsed by the stockmen. It 
was as follows- 

Chap. 76, Con. Ordinance, “Ail per- 
sons other than butchers who occa- 
| sionally slaughter meat cattle for beef 
shall exhibit the hide or hides of such 
beef at the time and place the beef is 
offered for sale. And before such beef 
is offered for sale the hide or hides 
shall be recorded and punched by an 
inspector, Every butcner slaughtering 
{raeat cattle shall keep the hides of 
such cattle at his place of slaughter- 
ing for a period of not less than seven 
days, and such hides shall “be 
to the inspection of the public and shall 
not be sold or disposed of in any man- 
ner until they have been recorded and 
punched. 


Moved by A. McDonald, That the fol- 
lowing motion be adopted, This assoc- 
iation by its executive committee, would 
urge upon the Government the neces- 
sity that exists for the services of per- 
manent stock inspectors at certain cen- 
tral points. At such a point as Cal- 
gary it is very necessary that a brand 
expert should be stationed all the year 
round, whereas in Winnipeg, an ex- 
pert brand man is required during the 
shipping season from the Ist nf June 
to the 3ist of December. At present 
the association is employing such an 
official in Winnipeg, but lack of funds 
prevent the continuance of his services 
after the end of the year. would 
therefore urge the strong necessity 
that exists for the government to as- 
sist us and we would suggest that 
they defray the expense of the salary 
of the expert after that date and that 
he should be stationed in Calgary,
